HUNDREDS OF MILLIONS MAY. DIE IN WORLD FAMINE

CHICAGO (AP) A world 
famine striking “hundreds of 
miltions or even billions of hu- 
man beings" is near, a scientist- 
economist, wari®d today. 

“It will be tHe most colossal 
catastrophe in history,” de- 
clared Dr. Raymond Ewell, 
vice ~ president for research, 
Slate University of New York 
at Buffalo. 

Such a famine in Asia, Africa 
and South America by the 1970s 


and. later seems almost inev- 
itable as expanding popdilation 
‘ outstrips food production, he 
told the American Chemical So- 
ciety. 

Dr. Ewell said the only im- 
mediate step open to avert it is 
for the United. States and 
Europe to make outright gifts 
of millions of tons of fertilizers 
to increase local food yields. 

The deadline even for suc- 
ceeding this way is only a few 
years away, he said. 

Birth control is the ultimate 


answer, Dr. Ewell said, but its 
effects on the food-population 
prodiem. will be slow, Yet un- 
Jess birth contro] is applied 
also, the famine would still 
come regardiess of boosts in 
food production 

‘Historiahs of the future may 
remark of whether it was more 
important to have worked to- 
wards putting a man on the 
moon during. the 1960s, er to 
have worked towards averting 
the world famine of the 1970s;" 
he said, 


By present trends, {it seems 
likely ‘that the famine will reach 
serious proportions in India, 
Pakistan and China in the early 
1970s, followed, by Indonesia, 
Iran, Turkey, Egypt and sev- 
eral other countries within a 
few years, and then followed 
by most of the other countries 
of Asia, Africa and Latin Am- 
erican. by 1980," Dr. Ewell pre- 
dicted. 

Population in these areas will 
increase by about 1,000,000,000 
persons in 20 years, but food
